A letter from Chester F. Lay, Professor of Accounting and Management in the

University of Texas, to the Police Department, relative to the misconduct of a taxloab

driver, was read* The City Manager was instructed to have an amendment to the Taxloab

Ordinance prepared regulating the matter*

Councilman Gillls offered the following resolution:

WHEREAS, Theo. Lew, owner of Lots 19 and 20, Block 1, Outlot 1, Division "A", of

the Government Outlets adjoining the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which

property fronts on the east side of Bast Avenue between Bast 5th Street and Bast 6th

Street, and being locally known as 511-51? East Avenue,, has made application to the

City Council of the City of Austin for permission to set the curb back from the estab-

lished curb line on East Avenue adjacent to the above described property, the new curb

of which* setback will be 15 feet east of and parallel to the established east curb line

of Bast Avenue, thereby lessening the traffic hazard at this location by creating a

greater width of travelway on East Avenue; and

V/HEREAS, said Theo* Low has also made application for permission to construct a

commercial driveway across the sidewalk area in conjunction v/lth the above described curb

setback, which driveway is to begin at the new established curb line of the above describ-

ed setback; and

WHEREAS, a plan has been prepared showing the proposed layout of the above describ-

ed curb setback and commercial driveway and said plan has been considered and approved

by the City Council of the City of Austin; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Theo. Low, owner of Lots 19 and 20, Block 1, Outlot 1, Division "A11 of the

Government Out lots adjoining the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, v/hloh

property fronts on the east side of East Avenue between East 5th Street and East 6th

Street and IB locally known as gll-513 East Avenue, Is hereby granted permission to set

the curb back from the established curb line on East Avenue adjacent to the above

described property and to construct a commercial driveway In conjunction therewith.

Permission to construct the above described curb setback and commercial driveway

IB granted subject to the same's being constructed In accordance v/lth the plan approved

by the City Engineer of the City of Austin, v/hloh plan Is hereby attached marked 2-0-5̂ 1

and made a part hereof, and in accordance v/lth the following conditions:

(1) That the construction of the setback area on East Avenue shall be carried out
in accordance with the accompanying plan marked 2-C-5S1 and that all such widened areas,
driveways or ramps and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of the
applicant.
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(2) That all such concrete shall bo not less than 6 Inches In thickness and shall be
of the following proportions! 1 part cement, 2& parts of sand, and 4- parts of screened
gravel or rook.

(3) That the concrete curbs adjacent to the sidewalk area shall be not less than
6 Inches high and that an expansion Joint not lees than 3/*J- Inch thick shall be placed
between the curb and the sidewalk as. shown on the plan hereto attached marked 2-0-501.

W That all such expansion Joints shall be of the pre-moulded type.

. (5) That all concrete work within the street .area shall be done by a bonded sidewalk
contractor.

(6) That the applicant shall be required to clean the newly created ramp area at
least twice per week and shall dispose or the debris at his expense*

(7) That all work shall be. done In accordance with lines and grades furnished by the
Engineering Department of the Olty of Austin and under the direction of the Olty Engineer.

Thence in a westerly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which oenterllne
shall be 25 feet north of and parallel to the south line of West J)^ Street, for a distance
of 292 feet,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2ft feet.

(2)' A gas main in EAST ELEVENTH STREET, beginning at a point which is 16 feet west of
and 22 feet south of the intersection of the north line of Rosewood Avenue and the east
line of- Navasota Street;

Thence in a southerly direction to a point which is 16 feet west of and 22 feet south
of the intersection of the east line of Navasota Street and the north line of East llth
Street; \

Thence In an easterly direction with the centerllne of a gas main, which oenterllne ,;
shall be 22 feet south of and parallel to the north line of East llth Street, to a point :;
which Is 73 feet east of and 3S feet north of the Intersection of the east line of Navasota;
Street and the south line of East llth Street. !;

Said gae main described above shall have a cover of not leas than gj- feet.

(3) A gas main In WEST THIRTX-THXRD STREET, beginning at a point which Is 15 feet
north of and 104- feet west of the Intersection of the south line of West 33rd Street and
the west line of Pratt Avenue;

Thence In a westerly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which oenterllne
shall be 15 feet north of and parallel to the south line' of West 33rd Street, for a distance
of 60 feet.

Said gas main described above ahall have a cover of not leas than 2k feet.

A gas main In WESTOVER ROAD, beginning at a point which Is & feet west of and
20 feet eouth of the Intersebtlon of the east line of Oakhurst Avenue and the north line
of Westover Road;

Thence In an easterly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which oenterllne
ahall be SO feet south of and parallel to the north line of Westover Road, to a point which
Is opposite the point of curvature of the said north line of V/estover Road In the east
line of Lot 7, Block 2, of Edgeraont Addition;

Thence In a northeasterly direction at right angles to a gas main In place In

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground utilities,

but Is based upon the best records v/e have at hand,1 and that the minimum depth stated does

points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite Information upon the

ground as to elevations or working points from v/hloh to base the location of their

assignments they shall apply to the Olty Engineering Department not leaa than three (3)

days before suoh Information Is required. The Texas Public Service Oompany Is further

put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement

of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named In this reso-

lution.

AND THAT whenever pavement Is out In the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used

at Intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, Including the excavation In the streets

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid, shall

be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of
